Glasgow, Scotland, April IS, 1900. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report for the week 
ended April 7, 1900 : On April 5, the steamship Anchoria sailed for 
New York. Ninety-four second-cabin and 153 steerage passengers were 
inspected and passed. Inspected and labeled 117 pieces of baggage and 
disinfected 10 bundles of bedding.

Glasgow, Scotland, April 19, 1900. 
Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report for the week 
ended April 14, 1900 : On April 10, the steamship Sardinian sailed for 
Boston, Mass. Seventeen second-cabin and 90 steerage passengers were 
inspected and passed. Their baggage was inspected and passed with 
the exception of 3 bundles of bedding, which were disinfected. On 
April 14, the steamship Laurentian sailed for New York, N. Y. Forty- 
four second-cabin and 96 steerage passengers were inspected and passed. 
Bills of health were issued to the following vessels : April 11, steamship 
Livonian for Philadelphia with cargo, and the steamship Almora for 
Newport News on the 13th, in ballast. The public health reports show 
1 case of smallpox during the week. I inclose herewith weekly abstract 
of bills of health issued.
